Drawings 

1. Figures 1, 2, and 3 should be designated by a legend such 
as --Prior Art — because only that which is old is illustrated. 
See MPEP § 608 . 02 (g) . 

2. The drawings are objected to because Figures 3-5 include a 
legend "Multiples of FLA". The term "FLA" is not included in the 
Specification; a description "full load current" is used 
throughout the Specification. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." 
If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures.

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: The drawings are using an abbreviation FLA. The 
Disclosure is using term "full load current". The meaning of 
abbreviation "FLA" (full load amperage?) should be provided, or 
a new abbreviation "FLC" should be disclosed and used in the 
drawings . 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for 
an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally 
limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within the 
range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not 
exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the 
abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. 
The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such 
as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should 
describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
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deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent 
text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not 
repeat information given in the title. It should avoid using 
phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The 
disclosure describes," etc. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 

paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 

out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. Claim 1 defined a "circuit for 

establishing a second thermal threshold value" "being different 

from the first thermal threshold value" and "including a 

selected time constant". It appears to Examiner that the 

language of the Claim should indicate inclusion of "a selected 
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time constant" into process of calculation of the first and the 
second threshold values. The Claim language indicates that "a 
selected time constant which results in time-current curves of 
the start and run conditions being substantially continuous" . It 
is indefinite if applicant requires any of time-current curves 
to be affected or it relates to curves representing thermal 
threshold values. It is also indefinite if curves representing 
the first thermal threshold value and the second thermal 
threshold value should be continuous or the curve that, 
depending on time, represents the first thermal threshold value 
and the second thermal threshold value should be continuous. 
It isn't clear what is difference between "A comparing element 
for comparing the start condition thermal representation with 
said first thermal threshold value" and "a comparator for 
comparing the run condition thermal representation with said 
second thermal threshold value". It appears from the disclosure 
that one continuous curve represents thermal threshold value for 
start and for run condition and therefore one comparator is able 
to compare a value of the input current with the thermal 
threshold value. If the difference exists it should be explained 
and a separate list of drawing should be presented. Claims 2 and 
3 don't eliminate indicated indef initeness . No new matter should 
be presented.
